OPERATION 

Connection 

Piug the phone line cord into the phone iine's moduiarjack. 

Making and Receiving Calls 

To make a cail with or without a headset, flip up the cover then press 
TALK. The TALK indicator iights. Then diai the phone number. 

To answer an incoming cali, fiip up the cover and press TALK. The 
TALK indicator lights. When a headset is connected, it is not neces- 
sary to fiip open the phone’s cover to answer a cail. 

To end a call, press TALK again. The TALK indicator turns off. 

Adjusting the Volume 

To change the volume you hear through the phone, slide VOLUME HI/ 
MED/LO to the desired setting during a cail. 


READ THIS FIRST 

We have designed your teiephone to conform to federai reguiations 
and you can connect it to most teiephone iines. However, each device 
you connect to the phone line draws power from it. This power draw is 
the device’s Ringer Equivaience Number, or REN. The REN is on the 
bottom of your phone. 

if you are using more than one phone or other device on the iine, add 
up aii the RENs. If the total is more than five (or three in rurai areas) 
your phones might not ring, if ringer operation is impaired, remove one 
of the devices from the line. 

if your phone causes probiems on the phone iine, the teiephone com- 
pany can disconnect your service. The phone company tries to notify 
you in advance, if advance notice is not practicai, the telephone com- 
pany notifies you as soon as possibie and advises you of your right to 
fiie a compiaint with the FCC. 

The phone company can aiso make changes to its lines, equipment, 
operations, or procedures that couid affect the phone’s operation. The 
phone company notifies you in advance, so you can take the neces- 
sary steps to prevent interruption of your phone service. 


Using Redial 

To rediai the last number dialed, press TALK then REDIAL. 

Using Flash 

Press FLASH to produce a switchhook signal for special services such 
as Caii Waiting. 

Note: If you do not subscribe to any speciai services, pressing FLASH 
might disconnect the cali. 

Using an Optional Headset 

Your phone is equipped with a headset jack on the right side of the 
phone. This jack aiiows you to connect an optionai headset so you can 
have a hands-free conversation within the headset cord’s iength. 

1 . Insert the headset's mini piug into the ®/32-inch (2.5-mm) jack. 

2. Piace the headset on your head and adjust the microphone boom 
untii it is about even with your chin. 
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3. Press TALK to make or receive calls. 

CARE 

Keep the phone dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry immediately. Use and 
store the phone only in normal temperature environments. Handle the 


phone carefully; do not drop it. Keep the phone away from dust and 
dirt, and wipe it with a damp cloth occasionally to keep it looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the phone’s internal components can 
cause a malfunction and invalidate its warranty. If your phone is not 
performing as it should, take it to your local RadioShack store for as- 
sistance.
